afternoon, were deeply impressive. In the 
‘presence of Cardinal Manning, the Lord 
Mayor and other distingvished persons, 
who had taken part in the beneficent work of 
mediation the leaders of the strike, including 

John Burns, Mr. Canipion and Mr. Pillet 
signed their names to the terms of settlement, 
which had been previously agreed to by the 
general committee of strikers and the great 
‘body of the men themselves. The united 
dock companies and all the wharfingers had 
leo, accepted them. The settlement was 
complete on all sides. 

THE STRIKERS PRAISED. 

A collation followed at which congratula- 
tions were exchanged and there was much re- 
joicing. Oardinal Manning and the Lord 
Mayor made speeches praising the men for 
tho lr patience, their good sense and self-re- 
' straint. The absence of violent acts during 
this struggle, they said, had done more for 
the cause of the strikers than anything which 
had been undertaken for them by those who 
had offered their good offices. Jobn Burns 
made some sturdy and manly remarks. He 
_phowed how much was due to the firm sup- 
Port and material assistance of the pubiio, 
and wound up by promising that he would 
make this all the more apparent by present- 
ing a balance sheet of contribution and ex- 
penditures. 4 

MASS-MEETING OF DOCEERS. 

A mass-meeting of dockers was heid at the 
Kast End to-night. John Burns addressed 
the strikers. He said he had 
mecepted the terms of the compromise 
to prevent further suffering on 
the part of the women and children. He was 
loudly cheered. He asxed them to give the 
leaders ofthe strike a vote, and this action 
was approved by acclamation. In response 
to his demand for noes only five dissenters 
raised their hands. The rejoicings to-night 
are more subdued than last week.

enough, but the Porte has not yet found any 
honest men to take their places, owing to the 
belief that the Government is not sincere in its 
proposed reforms. Moussa Bey is still unpun- 
ished and is treated with marked distinction by 
palace officials. The twenty Armenians who 
came to Constantinople in answer to a circu 
lar from the Porte to give testimony against 
Moussa Bey, have either been transported or 
lodged in prison so that they have since been 
unable to communicate with their friends. 
This bas so alarmed the Armenians that very

THE PORTE ALARMED. 

The massing of Russian troops on the Arme- 
nian frontier and the activity displayed by cor- 
respondents in furnishing their papers with 
detailed accounts of murders and outrages 
have alarmed the Porte. In Constantinople 
they are beginning to understand 
that this Armenian business may 
become very serious indeed; but 
away in the wilds of Bitlis, Moosch, Van and 
Bayazid, the functionaries act as though the 
end were coming and are profiting by the 
opportunity to plunder and gratify their 
passion at the expense of the Christians with. 
out regard to the consequences to their Gov. 
ernment, The Porte undoubtedly remembers 
that the details furnished by correapondents 
obe horrors in Bulgaria instigated Russia 
to intervene in behalf of the Bulgarians. 
Lord Salisbury bas also become uneasy at the 
fact that Russia is closely watching events 
and may be tempted to interpose in a manner 
prejudicial to peace, and the English Premier 
has made representations of a strong char- 
soter to the Porte. 

2 UNDER TURKISH RULE. 

For eight hundred years the Armenians

Some of the 
Kurdish elans are addicted to burning, rob- 
bing and murder, There are Turkish 
suldiers stationed in the country to 
keep order, but the Armenians do not 
appeal to them, for they add to the prac- 
tices of the Kurds others still more repulsive. 
The Armenians wish to governed by 
England, but that is hardly practicable. Next 
to that they would like to be governed by 
Russia, again a solution to which there are 
objections. European residents propose the 
appointment of a Christian Governor, the 
formation of a local militia and the expendi- 
ture within the province of the revenue there 
collected. These are reforms which the Sul- 
tan could really introduce only at the risk ot 
his throne. . A Christian Governor in Turkey 
is a Pasha in other garb. Any more sub- 
stantial Christianity on bis part is intolerable 
to the Turks, high. and low, who are the 
Sultan’s only faithful subjects. A local militia 
means arming the Obristians, a measure 
which would necessarily translate itself into 
the extermination of the Turks, at least so the 
Turks understand it. As fer spending the 
taxes of Armenia on Armesian administra- 
tion, that would be to deprive the Porte of 
tne only good it gets from the province— 
money. 

Thus there is a dead-lock. Meanwhile the 
Russian deliverers are atthe door. They will 
deliver when it suitethem. The only way to 
avert the war which would follow this is for 
the powers friendly tg Turkey to compel the 
Porte to make a new autonomous principality 
— Bulgaria on the Murad, but at present 
these powers are occupied with anxieties 
nearer home.

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CONSUL GENERAL EDWARDS. 


The Berlin Merchants Clamoring for His 
Removal.

lar reason his dismissal is doubly offensive. 
CAUSE OF THE REMOVAL. 

Mr. Edwards deviares that he removed the 
man for irregular conduct he discovered 
shortly after he assumed office; that the clerk 
had for years subordinated the office of the 
Consulate to his own financial profit and in- 
terest. Berlin papers claim that neither Mr. 
Edwards nor his Vice-Consul are able 
to understand a word of German, and 
thus the big shippers suffer greatly 
from this official ignorance. The claim, how- 
ever, does not hold good, since it is well 
known that Vice-Consut Von Versen and Con- 
sular Clerk Murphy understood German per- 
fectly. The most serious charge made against 
Consul§General Edwards is to the effect that 
he treats ail visitors with marked discourtesy 
and that he throws difficaltiesin the way of 
the exporters by rejecting their 
invoices. So strong is the feel- 
ing against him that the merchants 
of Berlin are organizing a mass- meeting 
which will address an appeal to the Foreign 
Office here, petitioning for protection against 
the despotism of the American Consul-Gen- 
eral and requesting the withdrawal of his exe- 
quatur. Mr. Edwards has had many years’ 
experience of the consular service, and has 
always filled the various offices confided to 
him to the satisfaction of the State Depart- 
ment. 

MR. EDWARDS TALKS. 

The Post-DISPATCH correspondent called on 
him to-day for the purpose of obtaining his 
statement about the points at issue. At 
first he dispiayed reluctance to talk 
until he had time to report 
to his superiors at Washington, 
but when he was informed by the Posr- Dis- 
PATOH correspondent of the public meeting 
which is being organized for the purpose of 
condemning his line of conduct, he spoke as 
tollows: Since assuming charge of this office 
I have found that the instructions of the State 
Department regarding the invoices for exports 
to the United States were being almost 
entirely ignored. 1 at once therefore 
gave strict orders to the effect that 
in future the instructions ot the 
State Department must be followed to the 
very letter. This action on my part resulte 
in the most violent opposition on the part of 
the German exporters who have hitherto had 
a free and easy way of workiog their invoices. 
So long as these gentlemen kept within the 
bounds of ordinary politeness I answered 
courteously, but when they became insolent 
and abusive I dismissed them with the abrupt- 
ness which their conduct deserved.’’ 


EVADING THE LAW. 

How did the exporters evade the law?’’ 

The United States Consuls are authorized 
by law to demand triplicate samples of all 
textile goods shipped. This the exporters re- 
fused to do. There are certain houses in 
Berlin which ship to America goods made in 
Austria, Russia, Belgium, France and other 
countries.

„1 have been assured that merchandise, 
especially ready-made cloaks, are ‘‘nested’’ 
when packed for shipment, that is, the more 
expensive goods are placed inside those of 
cheaper grades and the whole are appraised 
at the New York Custom-house on the inferior 
value of the cheap outside goods. Further 
more, instead of each case being examined at 
the New York Custom-house, only a few are 
opened and are used e samples for the 
valuation of all the remainder. There 
is a strong suspicion that these sam- 
ple cases are not selected at random 
but that the cases containing goods of the in- 
ferior quality are especially marked in Berlin, 
and are opened in the New York Custom- 
house for the purpose of appraising. Indeed, 
I was openly taunted with the assurance that 
this bas been going on for over fifteen years, 
and it was added that I would soon tire of 
bucking against it. I have, however, allowed 
no invoice to leave the office untilI have as- 
sured myself that the valuation is correct. 
I have no feeling in the matter except that I 
am determined to adhere to the lew and to 
continue to strictly protect the interests of 
our Government, of the American buyers and 
of all honest German Importers.’’

COX’S FATAL GIFT. 

Republicans are as hearty as Democrats 
in their tributes to the character, talents 
and public services of the late Hon. 8. 8. 
Cox. One of his old political antagonists 
in Congress, Hon. R. T. Van Horn of the 
Kansas City Journal, closes a eulogy with 
the words: No man in the history of the 
„House of Representatives has died in 
‘‘this generation who will be more missed 
‘tor more sincerely mourned by his asso- 
*‘ciates and fellow members than SAMUEL 
„S8. Cox.“ 

It may be added that no man's exit has 
called forth from men of all parties more 
earnest attestation of the breadth 
ofhis ability and statesmanship. Scarcely 
a notice of his death appears that does not 
treat his failure to reach the goal of his 
ambition in the Speaker’s chair as a re- 
markable thing requiring a special ex- 
planation, and the ‘explanation most 
favored by the Republicans is that he was 
too big and too broad a man for his party, 
which preferred in the Speakership some 
smaller partisan who was not controlled 
by the maxim that he serves his party 
best who serves his country best.“ 

But justice to Cox does not require that 
KERR, RANDALL and CARLISLE, the men 
who were promoted over his head to the 
Speakership, should be set down as s mall 
men or servile partisans either. Ran- 
DALL’s firmness in standing up for his 
own convictions against an overwhelming 


majority of bis own party has won 


him the laudation of the Republic- 
an press for. years past, and not 
one of Mr. Cox’s successful competitors 
was ever a truer and more zealous parti- 
san Democrat than Mr. Cox himself. The 
simple factis that they were at least his 
equals in parliamentary ability and in 
force as political leaders, and were not 
handicapped as he was with a bright, 
sparkling and irrepressible wit. 

Somehow no man ever gets full credit 
for his other intellectual and moral qual- 
ities when his reputation asa wit is once 
made. That gift has been fatal to polit- 
ical promotion from the days of SHERIDAN 
and SyYpNEY Smita to the present. 
‘*Proc” KNoTT has never forgiven him- 
self for making that Duluth speech. He 
went to Congress proud of his learning as 
a lawyer, eager to distinguish himself 
in debating constitutional questions 
and hoping to win the chairman- 
ship of the Judiciary Committee 
and eventually a seat in the Senate or on 
the Supreme Bench. On his return he 
said sadly to his friends that in a weak 
moment he had ruined all his hopes and 
Mans; that the maker of such a speech 
could never outlive the reputation of be- 
ing a mere jester or funny man,” and 
could never expect to be generally recog- 
nized as a man fit to be trusted with any 
grave responsibility as a political leader, 
statesman or jurist. 


THE NATURALIZATION LAWS. 


The punishment of every guilty man 
and the prevention of such crimes in fu- 
ture are the two desirable results of the 
Post-DisPatcnu’s investigation into the 
naturalization frauds of last fall and the 
prosecution of the offenders in the. Fed- 


eral Court, which has been suspended | 


temporarily. 

Neither has been accomplished as yet 
and there is grave doubt whether the 
former result can be gained. The pun- 
ishment of the guilty would be most po- 
tent in the prevention of similar of- 
fenses, but that failing the next 
best thing is the discovery and 
correction of errors and weaknesses in 
the laws through which crimes against 
the purity of the ballot-box may be perpe- 
trated with impunity. It has been shown 
that monstrous frauds have been com- 
mitted. The accused persons who have 
been tried have practically pleaded guilty 
by avoiding the main charge and attempt- 
ing to escape through technicalities. But 
it has been shown also that the method of 
procedure under the present naturaliza- 
tion law is so loose and irregular 
that the punishment of those guilty 
of frauds is extremely uncertain. 
There is no formal record in any 
court by which proof of responsibility for 
the commission of a ud canbe estab- 
lished beyond a doubt. As a consequence, 
although voters were illegally made “in 
herds’’ and the guilt of the corrupt poli- 
tiolans who conspired to defeat the peo- 
pie’s will has been morally established, 
it has been legally established in only one 
case. 

The memorial of the Federal Court jury 
to Congress asking that the law be amend- 
ed so that there will be a record of natu- 
ralization cases in the Federal Court i s 
wise and timely action. It should receive 
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It is given out that the authorities at 
Washington will set aside or reverse the 
findings ot the court-martial which on 
the testimony of Lieut.-Col. FLETCHER’s 
own wife and er-in-law, sentenced 
him to be cashiered for conduct un- 
becoming an officer anda gentleman.’’ 
The allegation that his brother officers 
have conspired with a Lieutenant-Col- 
onel’s wife and daughters to have him 
disgraced and casbiered, and that a 
court-martial composed of officers of the 
United States army has lent itself to this 
villainous conspiracy, staggers belief, 
because it presupposes an incredible 
degree of scoundrelism and social rotten- 
ness in barrack life—in the officers’ 
quarters especially.  _ 

What chance has a common soldier or 
green recruit to secure justice or even de- 
cent treatment from sergeants and cor- 
porals when a lieutenant-colonel accuses 
the officers under him of drawing his own 
family into a conspiracy to ruin him, and 
with the apparent indorsement of the au- 
thorities at Washington charges that a 


court-martial of his brother officers en- 


tered into that conspiracy? 

Such a revelation not only explains the 
enormous amount of desertions, but it 
plainly suggests that a great deal of 
cashiering is needed to prevent our little 
army from becoming a gigantic disgrace 
to the nation. If Col. FLETCHER should 
not be cashiered the officers who accused 
him and those who tried him certainly 
should be, and the good work should be 
kept up until a commission as an officer 
in our regular army can once more be re- 
garded by the people asthe highest cre- 
dentials of a stranger’s title to be 
regarded as aman of honor and to be 
trusted as a gentleman. 


THERE appears to be little doubt that 
Maj. Wm. WarnNER of Kansas City will 
succeed Corporal Tax NR in the Pension 
Office. Heis one of the most able and 


popular Republican leaders in the State,

The narrative will show that he, by the 
forgery of two initlals—A,. OC. and an M.—was 
in a fair way to obtain $100,000 in cold cash 


and to open a till which contained something 


more than $7,000,000. 

Ives added to his previous crimes that of 
forgery in the letter part of last December. 
This act is publisned to-day for the frst time, 
and can be substantiated whenever it shall be- 
come necessary, 

THE STORY OF THE CRIME. 

The story which follows tells how Meyer 
was induced to lend money to Ives and Stay- 
ner, and how the discovery of their crimes 
finally drove him to his grave. The Sun then 
says that within three months 
after Meyer’s death there was put 
into operation through Ives’ agency, & 
scheme to impoverish Meyer’s estate and 
open up te himself and confederates a mine 
of $7,000,000. In the fall of 1888 there begun in 
an Ohlo court suit by Albert Nagle against 
Henry 8. Ives, George H. Staynor and the 
executors of the estate of Christopber Meyer 
tor the balance of the purchase money of 
his syndicate interest remaining unpaid.

To 
make that estate answerable it was necessary 
to prove that Meyer had been a partner of the 
Ives sane See as such responsible forall their 
losses. eyer was dead and could deny 
nothing. 
PAVING THE WAY. 

The ready lips of Ives and Staynor swore 
with affected reluctance to everything to 
prove his partnership. They produced m 
their own letter-books written propositions to 
Meyer, which, If accepted, would have made 
him a partner. Unfortunately for this scheme, 
outside of their own declarations, they could 
prove no more by Meyer of their offers. Ives 
appreciated the difficulties of the situation 
and proceeded to overcome them. It was to 
produce some writing binding Meyer. No such 
was in existence, and the fact of such a thing 
had been disclaimed bylves and Stanor in their 
depositions, But to a ‘‘Napoleonic’’ mind 
such obstacles are trivial. If the document 
did not exist it must be made toexist. The

executed, Facilities were not wanting. 
Staynor had been an engraver in his youth, 
and in that capacity bad first come into 
theemploy of the American Bank Note Co, 
and Ives himself was not unskillful with the 
pen.

copes and accessories imported for the use of 
the college. ihe importation consists of 
one large and forty small microscopes, with 
the necessary attachments, and twelve razors, 
Prof. Claypole states that the small mieros - 
copes are used by the students inthe study of 
science, each student being furnished one by 
college, and that razors are used as ‘ ‘slicing 
kunifes’’ in preparation of subjects for the 
microscopes.

HINTS ON PUNCTUATION, 


The History of ‘Points’ as Now Used in 
Manuscripts and Printing. 


From the Chicago News. 
It is strange that the use of ‘‘points’’ for 


purposes of punctuation should be such a 
comparatively modern invention, says the 
London Standard. Of, the four generally used 


«*points’’ onty the period (.) dates earlier than 


the fifteenth century. The colon (:) is said 
to have deen first introduced about 1485, | 
the comma (,) some thirty-five years 
later, and the semi-colon (;) about 1570. Itis 


difficult to understand how literary world 
ispensed for so many centuries with the use- 


ments. When we remember what curious 

inversions uf meaning may be caused by t 

misplacing of a comma we marvel how ear! 
ore contrived to escape strange misread- 


au 
ing of their works, in which no points“ 


guided the students. No ‘‘point’’ is so hardly 
worked asthe comma. Some writers rarely 
use any other stop. Many epistolary corre- 
spondents stilicling to ancient usages, and 
dispense as omg | with ‘‘points’’ as did any 
writer of the early ages. This sometimes 
renders their dispatches enigmatical. But it 
is easier to comprehend an unpunctuated 
than a mispunctuated epistie. ‘‘Points’’ 
showered with a free and careless hand (gen- 
erally In wrong places) are exing to a 
reader. 

The work done by the various ‘‘points’’ is 
very unfairly: divided among them. Some 
signs are in constant use, others unknown to 
tile general writer. The comma isa slave; 
the parenthesis nearly as toilworn. The lat- | 
ter might justlv complain of overwork, for it 
is frequently pressed into service without any 
real necessity. While the pampered mark of 
interrogation, the idle colon, the rarely used 
semicolon are most unfairly excused work 
by the majority of letter-writers, the comma 
is made to do the work of two of his brethren 
and the parenthesis utilized to make bad 
grammer comprehensible. The old definition 
of a parenthesis as ‘‘certain words introduced 
into adiscussion which are independent of 
the rest, and may be ommitted without any 
injury to the sense or grammar would not 
apply to the parenthesis of some correspond- 
ents. Often the parenthesis carries the whole 
sense of the sentence, or serves to make in- 
volved phrases comprehensible, and to omit 
the parenthesis would be to play Hamlet 
without representing the Prince of Denmark.

HE two hundred and fit- 

ty-first anniversary of 

the Swedish settiements 
in America was celebrated 
yesterday by the entire 

Swedish population of St.

THE TOZER CASE SUBMITTED. 


Arguments in the Great Railroad Case Made 
Before Judge Thayer Yesterday. 


Judge A. M. Thayer of the United states 
District Court sat in Chambers yesterday af- 
ternoon and heard the railroad case of 
the United States against George K. 
Tozer, General Agent of the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad at Hannibal, Mo., on a 
charge of violating the interstate rafiroad 
law. The case was tried in Hannibal last 


June. Tozer was charged with violating sec- 
tion Sof the interstate law, in sending two 
barrels ot sugar from Hannibal, Mo., to Hep4 
ler, Kan., for the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Rallroad for 34 cents per hundred 
pounds, and ene ae the Heyward Grocery 
Co. of Hannibal 4 cents hundred 
pounds for one barrel sugar 
over the same section of road, the same dis- 
tance and the same day. The case was laid 
before the Grand-jury at Hannibal last June, 
and an indictment was returned against 
Tozer, the first indictment ever issued under 
the interstate law. Onatrial of the case To- 
zer was found guilty. He immediately ap- 
pealed to the Federal courts, and his case was 
set for hearing in this city last sat- 
urday, but his attorney, Judge Aldace 
F. Walker, could not appear and the case was 
continued until yesterday. Judge Walker 
was Chairman of the Interstate Com. 
merce Commission until the early part of this 
year, when he was offered a high-salaried 
position by the railroads, and is now Presi- 
dent of the General Association of Railroad 
Presidents. He was here yesterday and was 


assisted by Hon. Thomas Por- 
tis, General Counselor for the Mi- 
souri Pacific Western Division. United 


States District Attorney Reynolds and Charles 
Claflin Allen represented the Government. 
The argument tasted a little over one hour. 
Judge Walker did not deny the charge against 
Tozer, but claimed that railroads had the right 
to make joint tariff rates for one another, and 
it did not come within the pale of the law re- 


garding individuals. essere. Reynolds 
and Allen construed sec. 8 the 
law to the court and denied the 


right of the rallroads to make one rate for one 
person or corporation, and another rate for 
some other person or corporation, uo matter 
what business the person or corporations 
were in. The case was then submitted. A de- 
cision will be rendered some time in the 
next term at Hannibal, as itis from that city 
and also where the violation was made.

DAYLIGHT ROBBERY. 


Gaudaur and His Backer Thus Name the 
Referees Decision. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPraTcu 
PITTSBURG, Fa., September 14.—‘‘We have 
been robbed, and that, too, in broad day 


light.“ That was the telegram Mr. St. John 
sent to St. Louis this evening. 
The message was prompted by 


the referee in the Teemer-Gaudaur race 


and St. John was a trifie hot under the collar 
over the matter. ‘‘It was the most unjust de- 
cision ever given and it has had the effect of 
driving me out of professional aquatics,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Gaudaur fairly won that race, and 
even the referee’s own account ofthe contest 
as published in Sunday morning’s 
Dispatch showed that the writer 
knew had won. Hamm in 
no wise interfered with Teemer, a fact that 
even the referee admitted. Hamm was out 
on the course at the request of both Teemer 
and Gaudaur, who asked him to stay up the 
river a piece and keep the river clear of small 
boats. At no time was he within 150 
feet of either Teemer or Gaudaur, so I can’t 
understand how any man could so twist the 
facts. The decision isthe worst one I ever 
heard of, and even if Il was sure of win- 
ning $100,000 I would never connect myself 
again with arace to which T.@mer was a party. 
Not satisfied with his dirty work in vious 
reces, he assauited Hamm Friday eving in 
McKeesport and acted the part of the black- 
guard by biting him on the cheek. Just think 
of the champion holding down a man 
and chewing his cheek while the 
champion’s big brother stood over Hamm 
and kicked him in the face. That is the fair 
play we were promised. Bah! I am sick of 
such sports. The idea of asking us to row the 
race over again! We had won the money 
once, was assaulted for doing so and then 
asked to row the race over again.’’ 

St. John went to, Boston to-night and Gau- 
daur and Hamm headed for Louisville. The 
two latter intend to go in the regatta there, 
but will not do so if Teemer is entered.

Before leaving Gaudaur said: ‘‘It was a 
clear case of robbery. I won 
fairly and was cheated out of 


it. Lwould not again row against Teemer 
under any circumstances- Neither would I 
startina regatta in which he was a con- 


testant. Why, they even robbed me of my 
end of the excursion money. I was to 
receive half of that, but Teemer took 


It all. It was a clean-cut case of doing me. 
Early in the week I met Teemer on the river 
and in a little brush we had 1 ran away from 
him. Then the scheming began, and 
the frst play was to poison us. 
This was thrown into our water-bucket and 
while 1 was pretty sick for awhile, I was able 
to run away from Teemer on Friday.’’ 

Hamm had but little to say further than that 
he had been asked by both Teemer and Gau- 
daur to keep the course clear and he had con- 
sented. He considered the decision avery 
unfair one. 


St. John's Action Causes Surprise. 


There was much surprise in this city last 
night over Mr. St. John’s action in the mat- 
ter. It was thought here that Gaudaur had an 
easy thing and that consequently he would be 


anxious to row over again. The decision of 
the referee was commented upon as very ab- 
surd, almost as absurd as that 
by Referee Thomas J. Gallagher 
in the Creve Cœur race between 
Gaeudaur and Teemer some years ago. At that 
time it will be remembered that Gaudaur and 
Teemer rowed a dead beat at Creve Cour. 
Referee Gallagher made the men row over.

When 
the referee ordered another race and Gaudaur 
refused, Teemer could have got the stukes as 
u forfeit. But he showed he was afraid of 
Gaudaur by taking down bis stake as soon as 
he and bis backers got a chance. Both men 
—— agreed to this of course the order of 
the referee went for nothing. That Gaudaur 
could win was considered sure. Hamm, 
Gaudaur's trainer, wrote to Mr. St. John after 
he and Jake had reached the ground. In the 
letter he said that Gaudaur was well and 
hearty; thatthe change of climate had not 
affected him, and that he would win sure. 
Hamm added thathe himself could run away 
from Teemer, Who was not himself. Before 
he left Mr. St. John made one det of $500 to 
Woo with W. C. McRee that Gaudaur would 
win.

The trips of the buoy are repeated until the 
last soul is taken ashore. Should there be a 
large number on board, and the danger be 
imminent, the surf boat is used. It is a heavy 
boat, twenty-seven feet long, about ekt 
feet wide, and weighing 1,100 unds. It is 
built of the best materials and ully equipped 
with floats and life preservers for the use of the 
crew and those passengers who may be taken 
aboard. In the boat-house, it rests on a light 
wagon which is easily run out to the surf, and 
the boat is launched from it into the waves, 
the crew om ee in as she glides out. 
The surf-boa has & capacity for 
carrying at least a dozen persons conviniently, 
besides her crew of six men. 

THE BEST SURF BOAT 
is one with a deep belly from gunwale to keel, 
and with a broad, flat bottom, which catches 
the sea and prevents her from rolling. Such 
a boat rides the breakers like a sea gull and 
— + area waves that would swamp any other 
craft. 

The largest surf or lifeboat in use on the At- 
lantic coast is that on Fire Island, which is 
thirty-two feet long and nearly ten wide. 
These boats are sheathed with metal and 
buoyed all round under the guuwale. 

When the last passenger or seaman has 
come ashore from the wreck, the station men 
makeatrip in the breeches buoy or surfboat, 
lest there should be any papers or valuable 
poopesty to be saved. When they are satisfied 

hat everything has been done, and when the 
comfort of the rescued has been attended to, 
their work is finished and the vessel lies until 
the wrecking steamers come to their relief, 
unless she breaks up meanwhile and goes to 


pleces. 


Whena wreck comes ashore at night, the 


station men signal her with Coston lights and 


rockets. In a fog the stations are helpless; 
for, with the exception of firing a gun, they 
have no means of communicating with a 
stranded vessel in thick weather. The use of 
the line is impossible till the weather clears, 
andthe only way to render assistance is by 
the life-boat, which can be steered in the 
dirrction indicated by the ship’s guns. A 
steamer, however, can direct the station men 
during a fog by her whistle or bells, and there- 
fore is much more likely to secure assistance 
than a sailing vessel.

The quarters occupied by the Life Saving 
crews are usually in the rear of the station 
iteelf. Here all sleep. The men are allowed 
ome day off per week, but all are supposed to 
report for duty by nightfall.

toe ar. The Kibva contains no articie of fur- 
niture, nor is there any attempt at interior 
decoration, merely bare stone walls and floor, 
oppressively gloomy and dungeon-like. 

The rites following are unique up to the last 
day, when the snake dance begins. 

On this day on the ladder of each kibva of 
the order was suspended a bow on which two 
arrows were fastened and from the string of 
which depended a red fringe of hair. This 


bow represents the one which the Snake hero 
received from the sun. It has also other sig- 
niicances. The arrows are the two fructify- 
ing kinds of lightning, the bow is the rain- 
bow, and the fringe from the bowstring is the 
warm rain from the red south. A snake whip 
was also set upright in the hatchway of each 
kibva, warning all the profane to keep away. 

In the Antelope kibva the WORLD represen- 
tatives were permitted tolerably free access, 
but In the Snake kibva it was just the reverse.

King of the Koniackers,’’ and the account 
of his adventures as given in the secret serv- 
lee records reads like a romance. Still an- 

other way of ‘‘fixing’’ money is to change the 
figures of a note by the use of acid; a higher 
number of figure is printed in the piace from 
a plate. It is very difficult for the counter- 
felter to keep the acid from staining of 
bleaching the paper. If the chemicals spread 
then the surrounding letters present more or 
less of a damaged appearance.
